His article was evidently prompted by the industrial 


(roubles from which'the country has been and is still suiYmr.g, 
and he sees in these a'serious menace. He says: "When mil- 
lions of employes, billions of'capital and^many masterful 
executives find their.interests in conflict" tfie' strain on the 
economic system is bound to put (he political structure to a 
severe'test."

Mr. Weeks feels that selfishness on the part of ciilierci; 
: groups is dangerous because each group is.apt to overlook th; 


common interest and work for its own selfish ends,' jiislifyii g, 
any means- by which it can achieve- its ends. 
He 'is of the 


opinion, that the reaction from the rigid discipline imposed by 
the war'is .tending'in the direction-of individualism 
<.f 
'.ie 


wrong sort; that there is a'tendency to throw off all restraint 
and seek individual ends regardless of the welfare of the com- 
mon lot. "We have," he says, "developed a certain dangerous 
sympathy for the-•doctrine of self-determination carried to the 
extreme of-absurdiiy.wtien applied to individuals. We ha.v 
lost something of oiir f.orfnerreverence, even our respect, 
law and we have had something of a maudlin degeneration ol 
our'ideas of liberty tending Irj.make ific^entical with license. 


These words show that Mr: Weeks is alive to Hie signs of 


the times, as is also shown by w.jiat he lias to say on the subjec) 
of legislation as a cure-all, .He-says we are attempling to at- 
tain perfection by means of legislation. "We say that all men 
should be good a'nd.perfect; then we pass laws to make them 
so and proclaim that' the job is done." 


How. 
sadly this has' failed' the Secretary fully understands. 


It is his conviction that Iherejs. loo much law with insufficient 
enforcement, and, as a'consequence, too little respect for law: 
Careful observers of the tendency of the.limes can hardly fail 


' lo agree with him in this vie^v. Mr, Weeks' article closes with 


these words: "We have'so many laws that nobody can possibly 
avoid violating some of them .unless he. spends all of his time 
studying them to-find otil .what they'mean; arid some laws are 
so a'bsnrd arid ridiculous that they invite violation. -We need 
fewer laws, more law enforcement and more rcsped for law 
and'the last is largely a producl of the firsl Iwo." 
' 


These-are plain and simple statements that can hardly fail 


to impress readers \yilh their-truthfulness n'nd timeliness. The 
fact is that Hie people of this country, might almost be said lo 
be legislation mad. They rush lo the legislatures and to Con- 
gress for the correcljon of every trifling ill, and it too often 
happens that when their requests are heeded mailers are made 
worse' than Ihey were before. Laws are made and repealed 
or amended with the swiftness characteristic of modern ma- 
chinery,'and, as Mr. Weeks says, no one can know_what the 
laws'are unless he makes a ccnslant study of the sub'ject. 


' Secretary Weeks' article is important not so much for what 


he says as for the .fact dial il shows that the drift of things is 
not passing unnoticed by people whose views and opinions 
are of consequence. Less law, more enforcement and more 
reaped for law are-outstanding needs of the day, .'and it is 
reassuring when a man of Secretary Weeks' prominence is 
•willing lo stand up and'say so.
